Software designers fell all over 
themselves to bring out software for the system — both 
because it was a good (note I didn't say great) system for 
software and because the software people anticipated that 
IBM would be able to sell enough PCs to make a good (or 
maybe even great) market for the software. This gave rise 
to a spiral that is still climbing today. 

And IBM hasn't rested on its laurels. It waited until 
other vendors had proven the market for hard disks and 
brought out the )(T model. It waited until the IRMA board 
had shown people how nice it is to hook up the PC to an 
IBM 3270 network, and then introduced the 3270 PC. It 
introduced the Km 370, to make raicro-to-mainframe 
linkups an all-IBM proposition. And on August 14, 1984, 

the third birthday of the PC, (and interestingly, shortly 
after AT&T's big introduction of personal and small 
business computers), IBM introduced the new PC/AT. The 
PC/AT is a fantastic step forward for the IBM PC. (The 
PC/AT is the subject of a reoort elsewhere in this 
ENERGY. Be sure to read about it.) 

Is the IBM PC a revolutionary machine? I think not. It 
is a reasonably conservatively designed machine, which did 
nothing to advance the state-of-the-art. But will the IBM 
PC be noteworthy in the history of personal coiputiiig? 
Absolutely. It already is.

Cotvffitiit Tecbnologits stinblts 

Convergent Technologies has reportedly given up on the 
Uorkslate hand-held micro, writing off $15 Million ^in the 
process, giving CT a second quarter loss of $6.4 Million. 
Convergent is a strong OEM manufacturer of micros and 
super-micros, whose devices are sold by Gould. Burroughs, 
NCR, and other vendors under their own nameplates. with 
the Workslate, Convergent was trying to sell direct to 
dealers and end users. It was an effort doomed to 
failure, in my opinion. That was not CT's market. In an 
opening line from "The Music Man", "But ya potta know the 
territory!'. 

Convergent Technologies is, however, continuing in the 
hioh-end marketplace, with a new large-scale micro under 
development for AT&T. Look for its release soon. And 
look for this second quarter loss to be a one-time 
aberration for an otherwise successful company.

The people on the HU6 bbs on coipuserve have 
started a letter writing campaign to the President of 
Zenith Data Systees. The laam theie of the eessages I've 
seen is that Zenith is destroying Heath by alienating 
Heath's traditional larket (hobbyists tainly) with their 
policies. I iust say I agree with then. If fact, people 
seei to be so upset that I ai now seeing lessages 
suggesting that ^e next caiilirence be eoved out of the 
Chicago area, and, I assuee , out of the direct presence of

Soae of 
questions have been answered and aany aore have not. , 
The bulk of info provided to ae was froa the staff at 
Coaputerland. I Matched as they loaded in LOTUS 123 
and did a calc and graph of a spreadsheet. I was really 
surprised at how fast it was. They had a Hercules ooard, 
in the aachine as well as the IBN graphics board. 123 
perforaed flawlessly, fast, and accurate. So did SUPER 
CALC and so did soaf Qf ay own custoa software Ta 
writing. IBH appears to have fim this « Mt/k 

degree of coapatiblity with tt^f ^ of 

software and hardware while still litfoducing all of the 
new features. 

In conclusion here is what I think the future 
holds. There will be aore annouceaents because it 
appears not all of the parts to the total network (or 
aulti-user or aulti-tasking) have been annouced.

Getting Serious about^U.L.E. 
by Ralph Fellows

(This is one of a series of articles intended to help 
you sharpen your H.tiil.E.. -playing skills.) 

Food and energy keep the plarwt Irata running. Crystite 
is a luxury r a cash "crop" for export only. Stithore is 
proiMbly the hardest couodity to understand. It's 
vital to development (wiles are lade of it)f but deter- 
mining how luch of it you should producer and whenr is 
tricky. 

The first big fortune in a gate of H.U.UE* — tte <Hie 
that puts one player thousands of dollars ahead of the 
rest of the pack — is usually based on siithore. The 
Mechtrons understand thisr and they will often put out 
siithore tines in the early turnsr even forgoing food 
and energy. Conservative human players generally con- 
cenlritt on {oodr energy, and crystite. Do the 
Kechtrons know something that we dcm'i? 

There's no question about it: a smithore mine on a 
three-mountain plot is a comfort. In good times or badr 
it will produce three or four units of smithore each 
turnr which can be sold for $40 to $50 each. Having 
this much money coming in turn after turn can make all 
the difference in getting out mules and purchasing extrai 
food and energy. The pirates never bother you. As long 
as you keep selling smithore to the store, mule prices 
mil stay low; and if smithore prices start to risei 
you're in a perfect position to increase production and 
cash m. 



Still r most humans opt for the flashier crystite in in- 
stalling their mining mules, leaving smithore to the 
Hechtrons. I think tUm^ -^ffiidency it bmied on the 
economy-of-scale principle — A crystite mines will 
produce more units than 3 crystite mines and 3 smithore 
mines. Andr of course, crystite usually sueUs for more 
per unit than smithore. 

Grantedr the First Founder is usually the jlayer with 
the most crystite plots. But that doesn't mm |Qtt have 
to concentrate on crystite exclusively throughout the 
game. It makes a lot of sense to put in one or two 
smillioift«ifims mM^y* ^ keep the price of mules low and 
to prevent other players from cornering the market. You 
can always convert them to crystite later on. when the 
supply of mules is more stable. 

Smithore is a good target for speculation, too. because 
it doesn't spoil easily. None of it spoils unless you 
tMPh Mii lliim 50»M£y»vtr «uii%||k^>#piig the units in 
tictss of SO all spoil. If you're speculating, the 
spoilage may not be important; but it's something to 
remember. 

The price of mules depends on what happened during the 
smithore auction on the previous turn. Each mule will 
cost twice the price paid for the last unit of smithore 
tradedr rounded down to the m m irmmt «rii^^ # $10. 
For example, if smithore was traded at $59. muler will 
cost $110. 



Note that the price the store paid for smithore is not 
always the last trading price. If. after everyone else 
has sold smithore at $59. one player trots up and buys 
one unit at. say $9Sr mules will cost not $110 but $190. 

Vatch out for players who do this! 
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Siithope lines are subject to the usual disasters — 
planetquakesr leteoritest and so on — but there's no 
point in putting out extra lines to trg to avoid thei. 
Food and energg are lore critical, and it iakes sense to 
try to cushion gourself against bad luckj siithore is 
hardly ever so important that you should convert a iwle 
of another type to siithore just to protect against 
chance occurences.

The prograo requires a disk drive and a Basic car- 
tridge. 3 A printer (for hard-copg reports) is desirable 
but not oandatorg.

distribute copies.) To get full benefits froo iti 
howeverr you'll have to or^r^the^pi^itiA teC^ 
for an additional $20.0©.

I lust tender ly resignation for consideration by 
the ierttrship.

production plots. Still f keep your eyes open. If one 
player finds a good (that isr two- or three-dot) 
crystite site? there are others nearby. 

Does it iake sense to prospect for crystite? The 
Hechtrons certainly think so. But unless your reflexes 
are as good as a Hechtron's? I don't recoiiend assaying 
any plots except the ones you own — there are three 
other playersr after allr and if you find soaething 
goodr the odds are three to one that you won't be the 
one that clai«s the plot. (Assaying other players' land 
is downright stupid.) 

Noraallyr it is best to try to keep your plots adjacent 
to one another. Crystite is the exception to this rule. 
If one player discovers a good crystite plotr the other 
players lust juip in and try for the plots nearby f even 
if thmi're ailes away froe their other plots. If one 
player is able to claia six or seve« adjacent crystite 
plotsr the other players can Imi fiHr tie Im — the 
gaie is effectively over. 

Like siithorer crystite spoils only if you have iw^ 
than 50 leftover units; then the units in excess of 50 
all spoil. Keep this in lind if you're speculating — 
nothing is lore annoying than to buy a huge bundle of 
crystite at $68r only to see it spoil H the next turn 
when the price is $144. ^

there's no point in putting out extra tines to try to 
avoid thei. You noreally put out all the crystite eines 
you can lanage anyway — how can you put out any eore?

Hy trusted inforeant on Tandy secrets reveals that a 
Hodel 1200 cotputer is in the wings. This will be a 
IBM PC coipatible nachine with a ten ieg hard drive, um 
RAM, using MS-DOS and XENIX. The price is expected to be 
under $3000, but note that it will run every bit as slow as 
the IBM it seeks to iiitate. This new product should be 
announced in a eonth or two. 



The Model 2000 will also get an upqrade of sorts as 
Tandy starts eaploying the Intel 80286 CPO in place of the 
B018i. This Mve will preserve an operational parity with 
m'^ new AT PC just announced. The AT (which uses the 
80286) can be expanded to 3 Megs of RAH, so I expect Tandy s 
2000 will iove into that ballpark too. 

The good folks at Coiputer Options in Charlotte tell le 
they've discovered that the whole set of software usually 
bundled with the Sanyo MBC-555 licro (WordStar, etc.) will 
run unaltered on the Model 2000. Of course^, unless you* ve 
not :^60K drives in the Sanyo you can t expect luch 
readability of Model 2000 disks, but any kind of 
coipatibility between different brands is intriguing, 
especially when one of thee costs less than $1000. 

Sppaking of the Sanyo, it sure seeis to le that there 
•ioht be soae interest and need for an MBC-555 user group or 
SIG in this area. A nufiber of local dealers report that the 
SF.'^s are practically flying off their shelves. I hear there 
is a new ftaqazine supporting Sanyo users, and there should 
be a lively" interest in identifying those IBM PC prograis 
whirh will run unaltered. If any of you out there would like 
tn participate in a Sanyo user group, or if you know of one 
afready in operation in this area, please contact le at the 
nn»ber(s) above.

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MODEL I WORLD

Is there life for the Hodel I after the Model III. 4 
and 4P? In "The Model I: Staying Alive," the editor of $0 
mCM (January 1984) comnted on the future of the Model I. 
This article estimates that 250,000 of the 300.000 Model Is 
sold are still being used and Mill be for soie tiee to coie. 
It concludes that "aqe lay not count for luch in the 
coiputer industry, but 250,000 owners pack sote clout." 
Reieaber that our very efficient bulletin board is provided 
through the services of a Model I. That four-year, seven- 
day-a-week, 24 hour a day service is a clear signal of the 
long ten reliability of the lachine. It will be interesting 
to see how eany of the new iicros appearing daily in the 
larket can eatcii this record in the future. 

I will start with soae thoughts about coepatibility. 
Because the Model I is no longer tanufactured. every Model I 
owner will at soie point face the issue of coipatibility 
between the Model I and another coaputer, such as the Hodel 
111 or 4. 

Hhen Chris and I added a Model III companion for the 
Model I, the question of how to aake the two aachines work 
together becaie iiportant to ae, I was usinq the Model I in 
ay office and the Model III at hoae; therefore I wanted to 
be able to take a disk hoae to continue the work. The first 

fiart was no probiea; I could convert the Model I file, using 
odel III TRSDOS. However, I couldn't take the disk and the 
file back to the Model I; once the file was in the Model III 
double density world, there was no way to aove it back to ay 
Model I single density world. 

Even with double density m the Model I, you titlt^li^ 
a probiea. TRSDOS on the Hodel III will not read Model I 
double density. Of course, there are other operating systeas 
available, orobably the best selection available for any 
kind of 8H»it iiiCfocoaiHit«r.

I solved the probiea of coapatibility by choosinq (and 
buying) DOSPLUS 3.4 as the operatinq systea for both the 
Model I and the III. By using this DOS on both aachines, I 
can take a disk out of one aachine and read and write to it 
in the other. The coaaands are the saae on both aachines; 
you won't notice the difference. Many prograas will run oh 
either aachine, although in soae cases different versions of 
a prograa aus't be bought (for exaaple, NewScript, Data 
Writer). Still, data disks can be used on either aodel. 
Soaetiaes the vendor will give you a special price on the 
second version of a prograa'if you need it. Software Options 
charged ae $50 for a second version of Data Writer, a 
database aanaoeaent proqraa. The Lazy Writer people (Alpha 
Bit Coaaunicaiions) sent ae both versions at no extra cost. 
ProSoft is charging $25 for the second version of AllWritef 
(their successor to NewScript). They have versions for Model 
III, 4, or the Lobo MaxSO. 

Other DOSs like Multidos, NewdosSO 2.0, and LDOS will 
also provide coapatibility. One advantage of DOSFLUS 3.4 and 
Multidos is that they require no installation of various 
kinds of drivers for printers, the keyboard and screen. You 
siaply put the operating systea disk into drive 0 and go to 
work. DOSPIUS will read and write data to a Multidos disk: 
Multidos will read and write to DOSPLUS, NewdosBO and TRSDOS 
disks. Newdos requires you to specify the drive 
characteristics for Model I and the Model III. I was never 
able to understand the instructions in the aanual for 
setting the PDRIVE specs. However, others have found 
MewdosflO to be a very useful and flexible DOS; it provides 
iaportant features for prograaaers. DOSPLUS 3.5 and LDOS 



require you to go through a 
procedures. The choice of an 



series of installation 
operating systea. like the 
choice of a word processing prograa, is a aatier of your 
preferences and particular needs. The point is that aost 
prograas are available for both the Model I and the III (and 
thus the Model 4 in Mod 111 aode). 



How aany Hodel I owners do we have out of the estiaated 
250,000? I have learned in recent years that beinq dated is 
not the saae as being obsolete. My Model I still perforas 
efficiently all the tasks I ask of it. I have thought about 
selling it, but then I ask ayself why I should sell a 
aachine that still perforas efficiently and reliably. What 
do you think?
